Federal Judge Presents 
His Side of 


Case to Senate. 
Washington, Feb. 4.—Through his 
counsel Judge Sway ne made formal 
responses in the senate to th** articles 
of impeachment made by the house of 
representatives. 
The answer was a 
formidable document in point of size. 
Each of the twelve articles of im­ 
peachm ent was answered at length. 
In every case I he fact charged was 
adm itted but explained from Judge 
Swayite’s point of view, and in addi­ 
tion it was contended that even if the 
conditions were true as charged they 
were not of a character to justify pro­ 
ceedings for im peachm ent for “high 
crimes and m isdem eanors.’’

Propositions by Mr. W at­ 
son of Indiana to exclude the civil 
service rules from rural carriers and 
by Mr. Griggs of Georgia for the dis­ 
missal of postal employes belonging 
to any association or organization hav­ 
ing for its object the increase of sal­ 
aries, excited sharp debate but were 
ruled out on points of order.
